The total number of members 
of the Spanish cortes, or parlia- 
ment, is 473, 

In the last election, in Feb- 
ruary, 1936, the party of the 
left, which is the present gov- 
ernment, secured 253 seats. The 
party of the right, consisting of 
the Conservatives, the Royalists, 
the Clericals or Catholics, 
Agrarians, Fascists, Liberal 
Democrats and Monarchists, ob- 
tained 200 seats, while the 
centre party, with political 
affiliation with the rights, 
secured 20 seats.

NEWS FROM THE MARKETS 

From Rome comes this despatch: Under 
urgent orders from Premier Mussolini, Italy 
undertook Saturday the most extensive sowing 
of wheat in its history, in the effort to break a 
severe shortage. 

From London comes word that the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain, which now bonuses 
home-grown wheat to the amount of 27 million 
hundredweights per year, will increase the 
amount by 3 million hundredweights per year. 

Certain gentlemen to the contrary, maybe it 
was as well for Canada to get rid of that surplus 
wheat while the getting was good. 


WHY ROSS QUIT 

Hon. C. C. Ross has given the public the 
reason for his decision to quit the provincial 
cabinet. the Premier having failed to do so, 
though the retiring Minister had courtecusly 
given him the opportunity. The Premier has 
issued a statement in response, endorsing the 
explanation given by Mr. Ross. And asserting 
—what nobody had questioned—his right to take 
anyone he wants to into his cabinet. 

Who the “somebody” is. to whom the former 
Minister so strongly objected, will be made clear 
when the appointment spoken of is announced. 
The immediate effect of the two statements is 
to confirm the general understanding that there 
is to be an appointment; and to strengthen the 
deduction drawn from circumstantial evidence 
as to why it is to be made. 

To the assurance of Mr. Maynard the Pre- 
mier adds his word that there is now no such 
thing as schism among the Ministers and their 
supporters in the legislature. If that is the pre- 
sent situation the new-found peace is of very 
recent making. It seems to have arrived about 
the same time as the decision to enlarge and 
reconstruct the cabinet. 


PREPAYING AS USUAL 

Edmonton taxpayers have been taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to secure a “discount” 
by prepaying taxes for the current year, at a 
rate suggesting the tota] may run well up toward 
the million mark. The rate of discount is nom- 
inally four per cent. But es the money prepaid 
goes to meet instalments of taxes as these fall 
due, the actual saving is something more than 2 
per cent. 

That so small a reduction brings in each vear 
a sum equal to one-third of the total levy on 
property is convincing evidence of the drawing 
power of a discount to secure prompt—or even 
advance—payment Most large taxpayers could 
@arn as much or more by using the money in 
their business until the instalment dates arrive, 
but many of them prefer to make the advence 
Payments, which in such cases do’ not represent 
a real saving at all. Many with smaller bills 
to pay undoubtedly inconvenience themselves to 
make prepayment. 

Perhaps the amount saved is less an induce- 
ment than the desire to “get it over with” and 
have no tax worries for another year. The two 
motives together have made the prepayment 
plan a great success, a permanent feature of the 
tax-collecting system, and an effective reducer 
of financial troubles at the city hall.

FIRST—SECURITY 

Parliament opens tomorrow, with the country 
in better condition than it has known since the 
shades began to fall in 1930. But elso with a 
hang-over from the depression that will keep 
the nation from forgetting it, what caused it, 
and the need of safeguards against another shut- 
down a few years hence 

More people are employed than a year ago 
But there are also more people on relief. Prices 
have gone up, but wages lag, with an army of 
unemployed glutting the labor market. Securi- 
ties and real property have recovered some of 
their value, but that does no good to those who 
were squeezed into surrendering their holdings 
for a pittance. Savings totals are growing again, 
but the savings which had to be spent beceuse 
mo wages were to be hed are gone forever 

To restore to the individual what was taken 
from him by monetary deflation is impossible. 
But he must be taken care of. And there is a 
very keen. very wide, and very insistent demand 
that the common man shall have in the future 
@ sense of security he has never had. The first 
question is: What will parliament do at the com- 
ing session to create that sense of security? 

If parliament should do nothing it would be 
idle to expect the latent nationa! characteristics 
@f Wndustry, enterprise, initiative and thrift to 


* 


display themselves as they have in previous 
times of recovery. Among the great middie 
classes of our populytion who were despoiled 
of their possessions through no fault of their 
own, there is a visible and very widespread dis- 
inclination to plunge again into the attempt to 
accumulate possessions only to have these swept 
away by another deflation a few years hence. 

If parliament will guarantee to the individual 
citizen the chance at all times to earn a decent 
living for his family, and to keep what he earns 
and saves, recovery from this point on may in 
very large measure be left to take care of itself. 


BLAMING OTTAWA 

Premier Aberhart claims to have a grievance 
against the Dominion Government. He wanted, 
he says, to pay provincial savings certificate 
holders the $9,000,000 due them, and “We 
wanted to meet our maturities of January 15th 
and April Ist, amounting to $4,500,000, and we 
are anxious to meet our next maturity on June 
Ist of $1.050,000. Why should the Dominion 
Government not assist us to meet these? They 
are al] debts contracted years ago. They are not 
of our making.” 

If the public have been correctly informed 
the maturity of January 15th dast was not de- 
faulted; it was paid, out of money advanced from 
the Dominion treasury. 

The maturity of April Ist was defaulted be- 
cause Mr. Aberhart refused to enter the Dom- 
inion Joan council. 

That of November ist was defaulted because 
the Dominion could not lend the province the 
money, the legislative authority for such loans 
having lapsed. 

As to the savings certificates, if Ottawa was 
ever asked to cash these or to make them cash- 
able the information has not been given to the 
public. The Provincial Treasurer said only a 
few weeks ago that no such request was being 
made or was in contemplation. 

It would seem to be up to the Premier to 
give some explanation on two points in his bill 
of complaints. Was the maturity of January a 
year ago paid or was it not paid? If paid, where 
did the money come from? 

And when did the province ask for an 
arrangement to make possible the paying of 
savings certificates, and, if so, for what reason 
did the Dominion decline to help in that 
matter? 

As to the responsibility for the defaults of 
April 1st and November Ist, the facts are known, 
and plain. Mr. Aberhart, for reasons good or 
bad, refused to enter the loan council—and the 
defaults followed as a matter of course. The 
decision to default in these cases was reached 
in Edmonton, not in Ottawa.

Dr. F. McCoy parts are all lined with a con- 
tinuation of the same mucous membrane. 

The different parts of the breathing passages 
might be compared to a series of different rooms 
which are connected with each other; thus, the 
nose, throat, wind-pipe and bronchial tubes are 
somewhat like various rooms in a building, with 
the nose representing the front hall way. From 
the nose, other rooms or cavities open off, called 
the sinus cavities; and in addition the back of 
the throat is connected with the middle eer by a 
pasage-way or small tube called the Eustachian 
tube. ‘ 
Chronic catarrh of the nose and throat may 
therefore extend to any of these other rooms or 
passages and may result in catarrhal deafness. 
chronic sinus trouble, or chronic bronchitis. 

In addition, the acute infective process of the 
common cold may also produce acute disorders 
affecting the various parts I have mentioned. For 
example, an acute sinusitis, acute bronchitis, and 
broncho-pneumonia are frequent complications 
of the acute cold. 

Sometimes the patient complains chiefly that 
after a cold his stomach appears to be upset or 
that he has what he calls “intestinal flu.” When 
this occurs, there is usually a direct connection 
between the cold and these symptoms, the acute 
catarrh of the mucous membrane of the breath- 
ing passages being duplicated in an acute catarrh 
of the mucous membrane lining the digestive 
tube. It must be remembered that we may have 
catarrhal inflammation of any mucous mem- 
brane, regardless of whether that membrane 
lines the stomach or the inside of the nose. 

The patient with gastric catarrh finds that the 
appetite is capricious and one meal he is fairly 
hungry, while he has little appetite for the next 
meal. Early in the morning he may be annoyed 
by bringing up a considerable quantity of 
mucus, which is light and frothy. Foods which 
usually agree with him suddenly seem to dis- 
agree. Usually the stomach returns to normal 
within a few days or weeks after being upset 
following a cold, but in the meantime, the 
patient may be puzzled to know what is wrong. 

In reality a cold is a beneficial process and 
the patient should feel better when it is over 
than he did before it started. However, during 
the cold. all of the defensive forces of the body 
are engaged in fighting the cold ahd most of the 
energy of the patient is being used in the strug- 
gle. Energy should not be wasted during this 
time by staying up late at night, by over-eating, 
over-work, or by excitement or some other form 
of emotional extravagance. When nervous 
energy is frittered away in some of these pur- 
suits, the body may fail to eliminate al] of the 
toxins it is seeking to throw off and the organ- 
ism may be left in a weakened state with all of 
the vital powers depressed. 

The patient left in a weakened state at the 
conclusion of a cold, where the return to norrnal 
well-being does not take place within a reason- 
able time, may be foolish enough to go on living 
carelessly, with the result that at the next spell 
of cold or wet weather, he develops a new cold, 
or the old one seems to come back. When this 
happens he should keep warm, eat lightly, dress 
warmly, take care of the intestinal elimination. 
and go to bed if possible, thus trying to help the 
body back to normal.

Warning to Social Credit planners who lack 
adequate comprehension of the problems in- 
volved is given by Major C. H. Douglas in “The 
Fig Tree.” the official quarterly review of the 
Douglas Social Credit movement. 

Says Major Douglas: } 

“The immeasurable harm which is done 
by enthusiastic and no doubt well-meaning 
‘planners,’ not to mention the political spell- 
binder with Old Testament proclivities. is in 
the main due to the acceptance of false 
premises.” 

I don't know who the founder of Social 
Credit had in mind when he penned that para- 
gtaph, but the warning to would-be “planners” 
is clear.

All that remains is to accumulate 
large reserves of legal tender money. Until this 
is done, and the Major has disclosed the remain- 
der of his plan for Alberta, it is premature for 
any of the Major's followers to come here and 
try to take the job out of his Chief's hands.

British Columbia is pioneering a campaign for 
the eradication of venereal diseases. These have 
been taking heavy toll of guilty and innocent 
alike, and adding to the heavy burden of the 
taxpayer. Alberta may well help push the cam- 
paign across Canada. Publicity is essential if 
the public is to be made aware of the extent. 
the danger and the ravages of these diseases, 
and of their response to contro] measures. 

The Scandinavian countries, whose people 
have the purest blood in the world, led the way 
in the attack on the social diseases. With a 
population of 13,700,000 they had only about 
1,500 new cases reported in 1933 and the infec- 
tions are decreasing. Nearly 10,000 new cases 
are contracted in British Columbia each year, 
though its population is less than one-tenth that 
of the Scandinavian countries. Nor is British 
Columbia unique. Figures for the other prov- 
inces would average about as high. The ratio 
of prevalence for the North American continent 
is reported as 7.7 per 1000 of population. While 
there is a steady decrease of these diseases on 
the European continent, there is a steady in- 
crease on the North American continent. 

About one-third of all infections are inno- 
cently acquired, either by means apart from 
sexual contact or through legitimate marriage 
relations. The serpent has nested in the mar- 
riage altar in many a tragedy of deception. 

Syphilis has ravaged the Old World since the 
days when Columbus’ men brought it to Europe. 
Now it is easily curable in its primary stage by 
artificial fever methods. It might have made a 
difference to British history had Henry VIII 
been able to find a remedy for his recurrent 
attacks of “the French disease” as it then was 
called in England. Henry was so innocent of 
the nature of the disease which frustrated his 
dynatic ambitions that he blamed it on Cardinal 
Wolsey's annoying habit of whispering in the 
royal ear. (The assumption that the Cardinal 
and the King had something more in common 
than state secrets may be unjust to the prelate. 
In his recent paper on “The Medical Life of 
Henry the Eighth” read by Dr. Lyon H. Appleby 
before the Vancouver Medical Association, Dr. 
Appleby points out that the Cardinal's illegiti- 
mate children were al! healthy.) 

Years ago I helped to secure the establish- 
ment in B.C. of government clinics with a com- 
pulsory reporting system. Experience shows 
that only about one-third of those infected inake 
report. Under the “Scandinavian system” now 
to be adopted, a stronger measure of compulsion 
is provided, including the isolation of certain 
types of patients. 

The cost of imposing the new system wil) be 
repaid morally many times over in the health 
and happiness of the people. It will also be 
repaid financially by the reduced cost of hospital 
treatment, relief for the stricken. and provision 
of insane asylums for neglected cases.

Josephine Pitingolo, 9949 Jasper 
avenue, died from injuries received 
when she was “accidentally struck 
by a street car driven by Turpie, 
just east of the Elks’ home about 
6:13 p.m.
